‘The applicants from the 
small schools will be given a chance entirely equal 
to those from the large schools. It is hoped that 
local organizations will find means of assisting 
deserving students. 


Selection of Students 


All senior and junior high school players of 
band instruments, including those graduating dur- 
ing the year are eligible for the band. Selections 
will be made from the school musicians recom- 
mended by directors, school administrators, and 
professional teachers. Membership will be limited 
to a well-balanced concert band of 100 pieces.

Applications must be accompanied with the $5 
deposit which amount will be credited toward the 
full tuition due at the time of final registration, 
July 6. Checks must be made payable to the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota for the exact amount. On 
June 15 students will be notified of their acceptance 
or rejection. In case of rejection, the application de- 
posit of $5 will be refunded. Applications will be 
considered in the order in which they are received. 


Commuters 


Nonresidents or commuting students (tuition 
$9.00) will be considered for membership on an 
equal basis with those desiring dormitory and 
recreational facilities. “hey will be expected to 
meet every obligation as to the musical require- 
ments of the band, viz., all rehearsals, concerts, etc. 

Inexpensive lunches can be purchased on the 
campus (30 cents) and facilities will be provided 
for those wishing to bring their lunches. 


Sports and Social Activities 


Sports and social activities will be under the 
leadership of trained counselors. Swimming, ten- 
nis, hiking, picnics, excursions, handball, and 
everything else to make a wonderful three weeks 
of health as well as musical experience. 


Week Ends 


Parents wishing their children to come home 
on week ends should plan to take their children 
after noon on Saturday and to return them by 
Sunday evening. 

An effort will be made to assist the students in 
attending the church of the parents’ choice Sunday 
mornings. Hikes, picnics, and excursions will be 
planned for each week end. Students will be ex- 
pected to pay a nominal fee for bus transportation 
expense for sight-seeing excursions. All picnics 
will serve in place of scheduled meals.

The 
fee of $28.50 covering dormitory and recreation is 
due in full at the time of final registration, July 6.
